C h ic o , April 28th.—The first session of the 
G rand Parlor of the Native Sons convened this 
m orning in P ythian Hall. 
F rank D. Ryan, G rand President, presiding, 
m ade the opening address and appointed the 
following com m ittees: 
C redentials—Weller, F lint and Aehron. 
Finance—Shannon, H everiu and Morgan 
Apj>eals 
and Grievances—G reany, McKee, 
H arris, McCord and M 
arlaud. 
Petitions—Katz, Long nnd Williams.

The parlor adjourned until evening. 
After lunch the delegates and m em bers were 
provided w ith carriages by Chico Parlor and 
were driven around town, and all the principal 
points of interest were visited. 
All were driven 
through the beautiful grouuds of the Rancho 
Chico, the hom e of General Bidwell. T he ride 
was delightful, the w eather being auspicious 
and the sights interesting. A stop was m ade on 
the return at General Biaw ell’s m ansion 
Gen­ 
eral Bidwell was introduced, and welcomed the 
Native Sons. His address was received w ith 
frequent outbursts of applause. 
T hen Governor W aterm an, w ho arrived d u r­ 
ing the m orning, was introduced, and said he 
was glad to be w ith th e Native 8ons. 
He be­ 
lieved in them for th eir patriotism and love of 
hom e, and hoped they would ever care for Cali­ 
fornia, w hich he loved above all other things 
and whose care would soon be confided to them . 
The Governor was cheered for his effort. 
O ther short speeches were m ade by Grand Pres­ 
ident Ryan. President Jo. D. Sproul, of Chico 
and Past Grand President A. F. Jones, of Oro- 
ville. 
The crowd then dispersed and w andered 
through the grounds. W hen the G rand P arlor re­ 
convened the Com m ittee on Credentials pre­ 
sented its report, seating the delegates whose 
nam es have already been published. 
A report was received from the Sutter Fort 
Com m ittee, announcing th a t in addition to the 
several large am onnts w hich had not yet been 
collected they had received 54,821 tow ard buy­ 
ing the Fort property. It recom m ended the ap 
poiztm ent of a com m ittee of five fo rn ex ty ear to 
continue the work and com plete th e purchase 
Also th a t w hen finally purchased it be offered to 
the State and an appropriation for its preserva­ 
tion be asked from the State Legislature. The 
recom m endation of the com m ittee was adopted. 
President Charles L. W eller called attention 
to the death of Grand Trustee J. M. D onahue 
and suggested the drafting of suitable m em orial 
resolutions, and w hen th e G rand Parlor ad­ 
journs tor the evening it do so out of respect to 
the deceased. A resolution to this effect was 
adopted. 
C. L. W eller, J. I. Boland, J. H. McGee, M. A. 
Dorn and S. Harville were appointed. 
C. L. Lindsey offered a resolution from Vi­ 
salia Parlor providing for a side degree lo w hich 
the Native Daughters be eligible. 
A letter containing a greeting and congratula­ 
tion from the G rand P arlor of the Native 
D aughters of the Golden West was received 
am id great applause. 
A petition was rece'ved from a colored native 
of th e State, asking th a t the word "w h!te” ’be 
stricken irom the constitution. Referred to the 
Com m ittee on Petitions. 
Two petitions were received from native Cali­ 
fornians residing in Reno, Nev., asking th a t the 
constitution be am ended so as to extend the 
jurisdiction so as to include natives residing in 
th a t State. Referred to th e Committee on Peti­ 
tions. 
A com m ittee of three, to co-operate w ith the 
State and county authorities in preparing an 
exhibit for the W orld’s F air a t Chicago w as 
carried. F. L. Coombs, EugeDe J. Gregory and 
Charles L. Tilden were appointed such com ­ 
m ittee. 
W. W. Greer offered a resolution providing for 
a triennial celebration hereafter, instead ot a n ­ 
nually, as heretofore. 
The Grand Parlor w ent into Com m ittee of the 
W hole to exem plify th e new ritual offered for 
adoption by th e Order. 
Chico Parlor held a reception during the 
evening 
at 
Its 
headquarters, 
w hich were 
crow ded.

Referring 
to the tamale peddlers, he w rites: “One 
peculiarly deep-rooted Sacramento habit is 
tamale peddling. W ithout tamales Sacra­ 
mento apparently would be lost. 
‘No 
sooner do the shades of night cast their 
dn9ky mantles over the bosky streets,’ as 
either Lord Byron or Bill Nye remarks, 
than, armed with a pail filled wilh sections 
of cold deceased hens stuffed with sand, 
garlic and sand, a misty lantern, chiefly 
serviceable to make the’ darkness darker, 
a large percentage of the lesser Castilian 
property-owuers of Sacramento, shuffle 
around the streets (and the less frequented 
they are the more the tamale fiends seem 
to like it), and snuffle in hnsky growls 
“tamal,” tamalees,” “tamalyea,” "tomla,” 
“taml” and such other cbangeeon the orig­ 
inal word as their fancy dictates. 
“This is kept a p until fully daybreak, 
when the tamale army reluctantly goes 
home to mannfactore a new load for the 
next night. Although even in the recol­ 
lection of the oldest inhabitant no one has 
ever been seen to bny a tamale, the busi­ 
ness seems to bsye such s fascination that 
once engaged in it only the grave can break 
it np.

The recent excursion by business men of 
Woodland to Fresno and Stockton w as the 
first of the series proposed by the State 
Board of Trade upon the suggestion of 
Vice-President Mills. It proved the wis­ 
dom of the idea, and the judgment of the 
Woodland excursionists justifies it. For 
instance, one of these intelligent gentle­ 
men said on his return, to the Woodland 
Mo.ih 
O ur excursiou 
to Fresno 
an d 
Stockton 
strongly evinced th e fact th at excursions are 
profitable and instructive. We have learned 
th a t w hen land is subdivided into tw enty acre 
lots, the soil is better cultivated an d the country 
m ore thickly populated and prosperous. 
We 
have discovered thatsu b stan tial brick buildings, 
bitum inous pavem ent and a good system of sew­ 
erage adds to the stability and general appear­ 
ance of a town. We have learned also th at the 
extensive m anufacturing interests o f Stockton 
are worthy of our especial attention and follow­ 
ing, and that as we are located on th e sam e for­ 
m ation of strata as Stockton or Salinas, we cer­ 
tain ly have an equal opportunity of disco rering 
natu ral gas wells.

W oodland w ill begin m aking draits 
on other localities ju st so soon as her energy 
and progress are abreast o f other sections of 
the Mate. You have unexceptionally the best 
clim ate in California, soil as rich as any ocher 
p art, clim ate as salubrious, perm itting of a 
gi eat diversity of horticultural products W hen 
your editors can say of a truth that you have 
lost population and capital by superior a ttrac• 
tions elsew here, they are adm itting clearly 
tli at you have not im proved the advantages 
th a t lie about you, and it in tim e they learned 
by some object lesson the possibilities of Wood­ 
lan d by w itnessing a reaiizatiou of aualagous 
possibilities in some other locality. 
Such object lessons are greatly needed 
by about one-half the population of Sacra­ 
mento and that right speedily. 
The 
sooner we can induce our people to look 
in upon towns that have proved the value 
and benefit of local energy and implicit 
taith in their town and vicinity made 
manifest by works, the better for the city 
and locality. 
We await with anxiety the 
announcement that such a temporary ex­ 
odus from our city is contemplated. 
We 
shall expect our excursionists to return 
fired with a new spirit and energized to do 
as well as to talk. 


Ox the 18th instant the Federal Gov­ 
ernment took entire charge of the landing 
and supervision of immigrants at New 
Tork, and the State Commissioners re­ 
tired from the business. They had con­ 
templated resistance, but the Attorney 
General advised them that it would be 
foolish to do so, as the General Govern­ 
ment has the undoubted right to supervise 
the incoming of immigrants. The change, 
it is believed, will work for the good of 
the country. 
We have reason to believe 
that there will be stricter supervision than 
heretofore, and that the laws relative to 
assisted immigrants and those likely to be­ 
come public charges will be rigidly en­ 
forced. 
As an immigrant depot, therefore, 
Castle Garden has ceased to be. 
It has 
now passed through two distinct 
and 
widely different uses. 
W hat it will 
next be utilized for is a matter of some 
curious interest. 
It certainly will never 
be tlie object of such general interest as 
when Jenny Lind drew all New York to 
its gates to hear her marvelous voice, or 
when it became the chief gate of the na­ 
tion for refugees from foreign lands. 


A historical society in New York has 
entered njion a work that is to he com­ 
mended. 
It is nearly ready to place upon 
the historic sites and buildings of that 
city tablets stating what special historic 
interest attaches to the spot. 
For in­ 
stance, on the house 45, Broadway, in the 
south part of the court, will be placed a 
tablet stating that it marks the spot where 
the first habitation of the white man was 
made on Manhattan Island; that Captain 
Adrien Block there erected four huts for 
himself and men, November, 1 <>93. Many 
of the tablets wiil l>ear several lines of 
historical description and recital. The 
idea is an excellent one, and might well 
lie followed in California and local his­ 
torical and pioneer societies make them­ 
selves notably useful by marking the spots 
of historical interest in this State. 


Tw o y e a r s ago the women of America 
undertook to raise a fund for a bronze 
-statue of Washington, to be presented to 
France as a memorial oi the good will 
for that country among the people of the 
United States. The effort has been re­ 
newed in Washington, the headquarters of 
the association. It ought to have encour­ 
agement. Since France has given us the 
“Statue of Liberty,” we could not make a 
more graceful return than to send to the 
European Republic a bronze statue of the 
“ Father of his Country.” 
Nor could any 
class more energetically and appropriately 
undertake the task of raising the necessary 
funds than the women of America. 
After 
all it is scarcely a task. 
The statue prop­ 
erly mounted will not cost to exceed $50,­ 
000, and that amount is but a trifle for the 
10,000,000 women of America to raise.

After the routine of business had been 
! finished at the morning session of the 
: Board of Trustees yesterday, Mayor Com­ 
stock drew from his pocket a number of 
election ballots and read from the back 
thereof an address, which he proceeded to 
deliver to the Board, on the subject of 
economy in the municipal departments. 
He said he had been trained as an econo­ 
mist from boyhood; that the city was finan­ 
cially distressed; that the prospect for low 
taxes in the near fnture was not bright, 
and he thought that rigid economy should 
be practiced. 
He then proceeded to explain how he 
would cat down expenses. The two fire­ 
men in the water works, he said, oaght to 
be able to wheel in their own coal, and 
j there should be lesB money expended for 
I clerical labor in the Water Collector's of- 
¡ flee. The duties of Water Inspector, 8ani- 
tary Plumber aud 
Building Inspector 
could, be thought, be performed by one 
person, saving $190 a month. In all, he 
believed about $5,000 a year could be cut 
off without injury to the city’s interests. 
After tbe Mayor had concluded hiB read­ 
ing he looked inquiringly at the other 
Trustees, as if to see how they took the 
matter. He then said he meant every 
word he said. He repeated that the fire­ 
men in the water works had plenty ot time 
to wheel in their coal, and that the services 
of two extra men could be dispensed with. 
Trustee Wolf retorted that they could 
not do without them. Continuing hesaid: 
"There have been times to my knowledge 
when the three firemen were even unable 
to attend to the boilers, and it is an abso­ 
lute necessity to have a man wbeel coal.” 
"W ell,” said tbe Mayor, "I think they 
could be done away with, and I also believe 
the engineers are having an easy time on 
eight-hour shifts.” 
’ 
"You don’t want men to work twelve 
hours, do you 7” queried tbe Street Com­ 
missioner. “I don't believe in crippling 
any department for tbe sake of a few dol­ 
lars.” 
The Mayor, continuing, said he had every 
reason to believe that the work in the 
office of the Clerk of the Water Works 
could be done by one clerk, "and here­ 
after," said he, "I will refnse to sign their 
warrants, as I consider it part of my duty 
uot to do so.” 
“ Well, I guess we will have a tackle at 
that 
ourselves,” retorted Trustee Mc­ 
Laughlin, “and we’ll keep two clerks there, 


io o , if my vote counts for anything.” 
"I ve got a little say in that matter my- 
sell” said the Third Trustee.”

"I know I’m in the minority,” said the 
Mayor, "and 
” 
"Yes, aud that’s why you kick,” said 
Wolf. 
“I’ll kick,” rejoined the Mayor, “ when I 
think I’m right, and you’il hear from me 
again, Mr. Wolf, before the vear is out.” 
The wrangle was then brought to an 
end. 


SUCKING AGAINST FARO. 


T h e L a w a n d O r d e r L e a g u e to O ffer I ts 
S e rv ic e s to th e P o lic e . 
At yesterday afternoon’s session of the 
City Trustees E. M. Leitcb, a prominent 
member of the Law and Order League, ap­ 
peared during a brief lull in the proceed­ 
ings and informed Mayor Comstock that 
there would be a meeting of the Police 
Commissioners at 9 o'clock this morning, 
when a proposition would be made by the 
league to put a quietus on gambling in 
this city. He handed the Mayor a paper, 
which the latter read, stating that it was 
a proposed anti-gaming ordinance. It was 
as follows:

deem ed to have possession of the sam e; pro­ 
vided, th a t the possession of any of the forego­ 
ing im plem ents by a m anufacturer o f the same 
shall be deem ed innocent and for a law ful p ur­ 
pose. 
Every person violating any of th e provisions 
of this ordinance shall be deem ed guilty of a 
m isdem eanor and be punished by a tine of not 
less th an $200. or by im prisonm ent for not less 
th an 100 days, or both such fine and Im prison­ 
m ent. 
Mayor Comstock wanted to know if they 
could not take action on the ordinance 
then and there. 
"W hat’s the matter with the 8tate law 
against gaming?” asked Trustee Wolf. 
“At any rate,” he remarked, “ this proposed 
ordinance will have to go over one week, 
under the rule.” 
"Well, then, I move," said the Mayor, 
“that it lay over one week.” 
"I move to amend,” said Trustee Me 
Laughlin, "by making it six weeks, and I 
want the roll called on the proposition.” 
The roll was called, and Mr. McLaughlin 
votel aje, and Mayor Comstock and Wo’f 
no. 
The Mayor’s motion was then carried. 
"W hat does the League propose to do?” 
asked a R ecord-U h io s reporter of Mr. 
Leitch. 
"Well, we are going to make an offer to 
the Police Commissioners.” he replied, "to 
put a stop to gambling, if they will admit 
that tbe police can’t do it. 
We believe we 
can do it, and are willing to try it.”

A LIVELY SESSION OF THE TRUSTEES 
OF THE CITY.

W ith a C o al C o n tra c t. 


The Board of City Trastees met yester­ 
day morning, all the members being pres­ 
ent. Chief Engineer Judd of the Water 
Works reported that during the past week 
24,407,000 gallons of water were pamped, 
the Holly engine working 120 hours and 
the Stevens 48 hours. 
John Batcher appeared before the Board 
and asked if the statement made was cor­ 
rect that the cost of grading N street from 
Fifteenth to Nineteenth would be $1 50 per 
front foot, or the same as would be the 
cost of improving the same street from 
Nineteenth to Twenty-ninth streets. 
Trustee 
McLaughlin 
informed 
Mr. 
Batcher that no estimate had been made of 
the cost of improving the street from Fif­ 
teenth to Nineteenth, as the property- 
owners wished to do some special kind of 
work on the street. 
Mr. Batcher replied that a remonstrance 
would be presented to the Board. The 
people, he said, wanted to Know what the 
cost would be before they allowed the work 
to go on. 
P. Haley wanted to know why the Board 
had ordered a sidewalk to be laid on the 
east side of Twenty-third street from J to 
K. He said there was little or no travel on 
that side of the street, and consequently no 
need for a walk. The order of the Board 
was not changed. 
City Attorney Hart appeared before the 
Board and stated that he believed—and 
that his belief was concurred in by Beveral 
prominent 
lawyers—that 
the Trustees 
could legally call an election under the 
present charter without passing any special 
ordinance. The publishing of toe procla­ 
mation would be sufficient. 
Mr. Hart also stated that he had exam­ 
ined the law in regard to the pollution of 
rivers, and fonnd that there was no section 
making it a crime to pollute the Sacra­ 
mento river. 
Clerk McKee stated that the parties up 
the river who were in the habit of throw­ 
ing objectionable matter into it had prom­ 
ised not to do so any more. 
The City Attorney also said that numer­ 
ous complaints had been made to him 
against the Poundmaster, charging him 
with insobriety and using bad language. 
It was decided to have Mr. O’Neill appear 
before the Board and answer the charges. 
A property-cwner on Twenty-fifth street, 
between Q and R, asked the Board if the 
city water could not be had in that part of 
the city. Mr. Wolf informed him that 
there was at present verv little money in 
the water works fund, but that it would be 
attended to as speedily as possible. 
A Mr. Pierce asked the Board that they 
put the Y-street levee in better condition 
than it is at present. It needed leveling 
and sprinkling. 
No action was taken. 
Dr. F. M. Shields wanted to know if N 
street, from Nineteenth to Twenty-ninth, 
was to be graded right away. He wa6 in­ 
formed that it would be' a month before 
work would be commenced, if it was done 
at all. 
E. K. Alsip presented a petition signed 
by property-owners on N street from Fif­ 
teenth to Nineteenth, asking that a layer 
of cobbles be placed on the street and the 
proper depth of unscreened gravel put 
on top. 
Mr. Alsip said he had rea­ 
son to beiieve that gravel could be had for 
35 cents per cubic yard, but the property- 
owners warned the best quality. 
John Batcher, a propertv-owner on that 
street, said he didn’t want any new experi­ 
ments to be tried. He did not know what 
the cost would be, accordiog to Mr. Alsip’s 
plan, and he was going to get np a remon­ 
strance against improving the street in that 
way. 
There has been considerable irregularity 
about the bids for the contract for furnish­ 
ing coal for the Water Works, and when 
the contract was abont to be awarded yes­ 
terday Mayor Comstock wanted the matter 
laid over until next week. Trustee Wolf 
said that to his knowledge the awarding of 
the contract had been postponed three 
times, and he was opposed to laying it over 
another day. 
Trustee McLaughlin moved to lay the 
matter over until next Wednesday. " 
Trustee Wolf moved to amend by award­ 
ing the contract to the lone Coal Com­ 
pany. 
Fpon roll-call Mayor Comstock and the 
Street Commissioner voted no on Wolf's 
amendment, and aye on the original mo­ 
tion. 
Frank Frates, the agent of the lone Coal 
Company, said he did not think he was be­ 
ing treated fairly at all. He had handed in 
bids every time the Board called for them, 
and his last bid was 18 cents lower per 
million gallons of water pumped than the 
figures of the other bidders. He believed 
the Board did not want to give him the 
contract, and said that Mayor Comstock 
had told him that if he would agree to pay 
$900 to the city for any extra labor which 
might have to be employed in the handling 
of the coal here he would be given thecon- 
tract. “I even promised to do this,” said Mr. 
Frates, “and yet they again reject my bid.’’ 
Mr. Frates then withdrew his bid, and said 
he would inform the other bidders that he 
would not compete for the contract any 
more, and allow them to make their 
bids as high as they pleased. 
Bids were opened for grading and gravel­ 
ing N street, from Front to Fifth, and the 
award of the contract was laid over for one 
week. 
The bill of A. J. Johnston & Co , amount­ 
ing to *163 15. for printing the supple­ 
mental register, was laid over until the 
afternoon session. 
Trustee McLaughlin 
said he thought that there were some 
points for the Court to decide in the matter, 
and although Mr. Johm tin handed him a 
certified copy of the decision of the Court 
he said he wanted time to examine it and 
see that everything was right. 
The bondi of the contractor for street- 
sprinkling were received and accepted. 
J. D. Jost, of the Council of Federated 
Trades, presented bills from the two daily 
Sapers here for advertising the Labor 
lureau of the Union. Although some 
time ago tiie Trustees assured Mr. Jost that 
the bilis would be paid when presented, 
Trustee McLaughlin said he did not under­ 
stand it so. and asked that the claims be 
not allowed at present. 
Mayor Comstock thought so. too, and 
although Mr. Wolf assured the Board that 
be knew the bills were correct and ought 
to be paid, he was in the minority, and the 
claims were not allowed. 
The Board took a recess until afternoon.

A letter was read from J. D. Redding, 
counsel for the Central Eiectric Company, 
asking for an extension of sixty days in 
the time allowed for fulfilling the com­ 
pany's contract to put in an electric plant 
for lighting the city.

Wrhen the police salary bills for the 
month of April came np, Mr. Wolf said 
he had been informed by Grove L. John­ 
son that the city was not liable for the 
salaries for the first three days of the 
month on which the old officers were on 
duty. The matter was laid over. 
“Here's Dan. Murphy, another drunk, 50 
cents,” remarked the Mayor as he contin­ 
ued his wading through the ocean ot bills; 
“and here’s another bill for another drunk, 
50 cents.”

"And here’s a bill from Nathan & Co.for

A communication was received from 
Philip Kitd. protesting against paying all 
the expense of improving I street near 
Twenty eighth, in front of his property.

In regard to the claim of Pest Inspector 
Flynn for $75 per month back salary, the 
Maj’or was instructed to examine the same 
and report to the Board. 
Mayor Comstock read a communication 
from the Oregon Improvement Company 
in relation to the letting of the coal con­ 
tract, claiming that by that comoany’s bid 
the city would save $1,489 50 a year in the 
cost of fuel. He moved that the action 
had at the morning session (to advertise 
for a new bid) be reconsidered. He said 
it was evident that the company, in not 
bidding in accordance with the contract, 
had no claim upon the Board for favors. 
He (the Mayor) felt that he had erred in 
his action at the morning session, and 
wished to correct it. Under the terms of 
the bids, the lone Company’s was the 
lowest. 
At this juncture another communication 
from the Oregon Company was handed to 
the Mayor, offering to furnish coal for the 
year at $14,200. 
Mr. Wolf said he did not consider this a 
broker’s shop, and moved that the action 
of the Board at the morning session be re­ 
considered. Bo ordered. Ayes—Comstock 
and Wolf: no, McLaughlin. 
Mr. Wolt then moved that the contract 
be awarded to the lone Company for $14,­ 
500. Bo ordered, by the same vote. 
A communication was read fiom W. C. 
Fitch, calling attention to the dangerous 
condition of the sidewalk in front of lot 8, 
in the block between Eighth and Ninth D 
and E streets. Referred to the Sidewalk 
Inspector. 
Mr. McLaughlin moved that the side­ 
walk on the west side of Second street 
from Hall, Luhrs & Co’s store to J street^ 
be condemned and replaced by stone. So 
ordered. 
On motion of Mr. McLaughlin, L. C. 
Chandler is to be notified to construct a 
new eidewalk at Fourth and P streets 
within ten days, otherwise the city will do 
it, with the usual penalty. 
Mr. Lang appeared and made complaint 
that Poundmaster O'Neil had trespassed 
upon private property in his neighborhood 
by placing his stock upon people's lots, in 
the vicinity of Eighteenth and 8 streets.

THE FREEMAN CASE WILL GO TO THE 
JURY TO DAY. 


R eb u tta l an d R e-d ir e c t T e stim o n y —T h e 


P ro secu tio n O p en s th e 


A rgu m en t. 


The trial of Charles Freeman for the 
murder of Mark Feeney will be concluded 
to-day and the case given to the jury. 
When the trial was resumed yesterday 
forenoon Freeman’s attorney, C. N. Post­ 
called Elmer Bryte of Yolo county to the 
witness stand. 
Mr. 
Bryte stated 
that 
Feeney once worked with him on the Bryte 
ranch and on one occasion fell into a 
spasm and became insensible. 
This evidence was in support of the the­ 
ory that Feeney was not murdered, but fell 
into the water barrel. 
The defense then rested, and the prose­ 
cution called a number of witnesses for re­ 
direct examination. 
Archie Wilkes, the principal witness for 
the prosecution, took the stand again end 
testified that he had never shot at any one 
nor attempted to do so in Sacramento, as 
intimated in Freeman’s evidence on Satur­ 
day. The overcoat claimed by Freeman to 
have been torn in the fight at the bridge, 
was, Wilkes swore, torn several days be­ 
fore the day of the alleged encounter. 
Witness said that he himself had tied the 
sleeve after Freeman had put it on one 
rainy day. 
Robert Terrill testified that he saw 
Wilkes on the night of Feeney’s d e a th - 
after the death—but there was no mud on 
his clothing, thus making it improbable 
that Freeman and Wilkes had a fight on 
the bridge, as Freeman testified. Terrill 
also said that the coat had been torn some 
time previous to the day of the alleged 
fight. 
' 
Constable 
Lamphrey 
reiterated 
his 
former testimony regarding the blood stains 
on the bed in the cabin, and then a large 
number of witnesses were called who testi­ 
fied that Wilkes’ character was good. Sev­ 
eral witnesses also testified that the bridge 
on which Freeman swears he knocked 
Wilkes down was covered with slush and 
mud at the time, and Wilkes’ clothing 
must certainly have been covered with 
mud had he been knocked down and 
beaten. 
S. De Kay swore that when Wilkescame 
to his bouse to inform him of Feeney’s 
death there was no mud visible on his 
clothing. 
At the afternoon session the defense 
made another attempt to prove by several 
witnesses, including relatives of the defend­ 
ant, that Freeman’s coat had not been torn 
previous to the day of Feeney’s death, but 
it was not very successful. 
* 
This closed the testimony in the case 
and the arguments were announced in 
order. 
Assistant District Attorney Bruner then 
addressed the jury. He made a lengthy 
and eloquent argument, and his summing 
up of the testimony,¡tending to show the 
guilt of Freeman, made the defendant 
wince perceptibly. Mr. Bruner read from 
the Penal Code the definition of murder, 
and then declared that under the law Free­ 
man was either as innocent as a new-born 
babe, or was guilty of murder in the first 
degree and must suffer the death penalty. 
There was no second degree or middle 
ground to be taken if he were found guilty 
at all. He characterized Freeman’s crime 
as one of the most foul and atrocious that 
ever disgraced the annals of history. He 
went over Freeman’s testimony minutely 
and pointed out many flaws therein. It 
was a ridiculous story, he said, and was not 
to be compared with the straightforward 
and honest story told by Wilkes. The at­ 
torney drew a vivid picture of the death of 
the poor, weak consumptive Feeney at the 
hands of the giant Freeman, and altogether 
made a powerful argument against the 
theory of the defense. 
Attorney Post annonnced that he was 
unprepared to go ahead with the argument 
for the defense, and accordingly asked for 
a continuance until to-day, promising to be 
ready then. 
The prosecution made no objection, so 
the continuance was granted.

GOLD AND 
SILV ER. 


C olorado R an k s f ir s t as an U re-produc- 
ing S tate. 
W ashington. April 28 h —Director of the 
Mint Letch has submitted to Congress his re­ 
port on the prreunion oi the precious uietals 
lor the year 1882. 'ihe gold product of the 
United States was l,5»7,0Gu line ounces, valued 
at 532,-00,001, against $33,000,000 the .preceding 
year. Oi the gold product 531,959 017 was de­ 
posited at the mints for coinage and manufact­ 
ured iuto bars. 
The silver product, approximately, is 50,C00 - 
000 fine ouuces, of the commercial value oi $16.- 
750.0GO. and a coinage 
value of $01,016,561, 
against an e.-t.mated production for 18S8 of 
45,783,632 fine ounces, of the commercial value 
of $13,020,000, and a coinage value of $59.195,000 
—.in increase over 1883 of about 4,216.868 fine 
ounces, of the commercial value of $3,730,000. 
In addition to the silver product of our mines 
about 7.000,000 ounces of silver is extracted 
from lead ores imported iuto the United States 
and smelted in this country. Over 5,000,000 
ounces irom base silver bars, imported princi­ 
pally from Mes ico making the total product of 
our mines, smelters and refineries about 62,000,­ 
000 fine [ounces of silver. 
Of this amount 
the Government purchased for coinage 27,125,­ 
357 ounces. There were used in the arts about 
6,060,000 ounces, expored to Hongkong, Japan 
and the East Indies about 9,000,000 ounces and 
bhipped to London for sale about 20,000,000 
eunces. 
Colorado still maiutaius first rank among the 
the producing States, with an aggregate pro­ 
duce of gold aud silver of over $24,000,000. 
Montaua stands next with a product of $22,­ 
894,000. Calilomia produced $14,034,(00 of gold, 
being about two-fifths of the total gold product 
of the United States. Utah shows a largely in­ 
creased product, notably in silver. Idaho and 
New Mtxico report au iucreased product, and 
Arizona and Nevada show a reduction. The 
gold product of South Dakota increased from 
S2.6C0.000 in 1888 to $2,900,000 in 1889. 
Oregon aud Washington both report increased 
products, the former having produced $1,200,000 
in gold 
The States ol the A ppalachian range 
show a slightly increased product of gold over 
1888. The total value of gold deposited during 
the calendar year was 34S,903,072, of which $12,­ 
599,206 were new deposits and $0,303,866 rede­ 
posits. The total deposits aud purchases of 
silver aggregated 35.237,551 staudard ounces, of 
acoiuage value of $12,237,165. 


PA N -A M ERICA N S. 


T liey Sign a n A g reem en t as to A rb itra ­ 
tio n s au d O th e r M atters. 
Washington, April 28th.—Representatives of 
ten of the seventeen nations participating in 
the International American Congress this morn­ 
ing signed au agreement drawn up bv the con­ 
ference for the settlement by arbitration of dif­ 
ferences and disputes between them. Amoug 
the nations which signed the treaty were: Bra­ 
zil, Bolivia. Colombo, Kquador, Guatemala, Sal­ 
vador and Honduras. 
The Ministers resident of these countries 
gathered together in Blaine’s office, this morn­ 
ing, and exchanged treaties. This Arbitration 
Treaty is one which was agreed to in the Pan- 
American Conference, and recommended to the 
various countries represented in that body. It 
could not be adopted by the representatives of 
these countries in conference, but was referred 
by them to their home Governments, which 
have authorized their Ministers to the United 
States to meet in Washington and sign fortbem. 
It is believed that all of the countries in the 
conference will sign eventually. This is the 
crowning act in the conference, as this was the 
principal business tor which it was called. One 
of the extremely interesting features in connect­ 
ion with the signing of the treaty was the evi­ 
dent appreciation by the signers oi the fsct that 
the occasion was one which will be historically 
great.
